in cases Where they have failed it is 
usually found that the failure was, due 
to defects in installation or to deteri- 
Oration, which would have been dis- 
covered and repaired by systematic 
inspection, . The most frequent faults 
are broken instulatots, or bends in the 
cable which allow qontact with the 
framework, or corrosion at the point 
of entry into the earth, The latter, it 
is pointed out, is a very important 
thing. . The electricity is carried into 
the gound ‘by means of the cable, but, 
if the cable corrodes and the ground 
connection is thereby broken, a fire 
is very liable to result, The cable 
should be kept in a sound condition at 
all times, and. be placed deep enough 
in the grouftd to always be in damp 
earth. When building wire fences it 
is advisable to use ground wires every 
five rods. Lightning is attracted by 
wire fencing, and as during a storm 
animals will congregate neat fences, 
many of them are killed by contact 
with the wire.—St. Thomas Times-

A Matter in the Interests of Econ- 
omy Which Should Engage 
Attention 

Thb Nation’s Business, a magazine 
published by the chamber of comm- 
erce of the United States, in discus- 
sing the paper situation, cries out 
loudly against extravagance, and 
urges that the United States govern- 
ment set the pace for the people of 
the Union along the lines of econ- 
omy in the use of paper. In this con- 
nection, the magazine cites the cas 
of a Hellena, Montana, editor. who 
received identical publications from 
the sdme department of the govern- 
ment under three separate addresses. 
The Nation’s Business also denounces 
the practice of using the government 
printing office for the issue of propa- 
ganda for the members of the senate 
and other departments of the govern- 
ment, quoting one senator to the ef- 
fect that a Kansas business man of 
his acquaintance in three days receiv- 
ed 165 government publications, and 
calling for a saving of paper by the 
United States federal authorities. 

This waste of white paper is not 
peculiar to the United States. The 
franking privileges allowed) the mem- 
bers of parliament and senators in 
Canada, and the accessibility to them 
of the government printing office, 
‘@ermits them to flood the Canadian 
mails with printed copies of their 
own or other politicians’ speeches, a

A Further Tax Adjustment 


Tailor - Made Suit Not Taxable At 
Lower Price Than $60 

Men’s clothing made to measure is 
not taxable-at.a lower: price than $60 
for suit or overcoat, under a new rul- 
ing of the minister of inland revenue. 
This tax is retroactive to June 17 on 
clothing delivered since that date and 
not paid for. Clothes that have been 
paid for are not subject to a refund 
of any taxation paid.

If it were, capital, which bears 
the burden of the nation’s debt and 
of the expenditure on public services, 
‘would be unable ‘to meet its obliga- 
tions. There is an alternative. Suffi- 
ciently increase production and the 
means will be provided for meeting 
the-fair demand of both capital and 
labor. Moreover, that*increased pro- 
duction will automatically increase 
the cost of living. But that increased 
production be attained with- 
out normal co-operation. Both parties 
must pull together, all hands on the 
rope, and pulling the 
hardest.”

The photogra- 
pher even caught one of the beavers 
building a dam. How muny Canad- 
ians have ever seen a beaver? How 
many have seen them felling trees or 
constructing their wonderful  break- 
waters that have been the wonder of 
engineers? Is a picture of this sort 
not worth a hundred of the old kind 
that revealed Miss Josephine Smith, 
niece of the governor of Calibraska, 
breaking a bottle of grape juice on 
the nose of a freighter in Seattle? 
The ceremonies attending the 25Oth 
anniversary of the incorporation of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, in which 
Indians of the far north and west 
were presented with medals and gave 
one of their pow-wows, were also 
shown on the film. 

The photographers are to be con- 
gratulated upon their industry in fol- 
lowing up the day’s news, and con- 
gratulations are also due to those 
who led in the original protest ag- 
ainst the surfeit of American n@ws 
features.—Mail and Empire.«

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Smallest Honey Bees 


Dwarf Insects Built Combs no Lar-

In some of the East Indian islands 
and on the mainland of Hindustan 
are to, be found the smallest race of 
honey bees in the world. These 
dwarf honey collectors are known to 
entomologists as apic florea. 

Their honeycombs are no larger 
than a childs hand, apd the cells are 
about the size of a small pinhead.

Pigs in Alfalfa 


Thrive on Alfalfa With One-Third

Easier for Alien Born In Canada 


At the opening of the house of com- 
mons this afternoon, Hon. C. J. Do- 
herty introduced a bill to amend the 
Naturalization Act. The minister of 
justice said that one purpose of the 
bill was to permit the issuing of nat- 
uralization papers to persons of enemy 
alien origin, resident in Canada for 10 
years before the passage of the Nav- 
uralization Act and of approved loy- 
alty. 

The Naturalization act as at pres- 
ent consituted, provided that such per- 
sons could not obtain naturalization 
papers until. 10. yéars after. the close 
of the war. This provision was in 
line with legislation of the. Imperial 
government, but if had been found pos- 
sible to modify the Canadian law in 
the way suggested and yet keep in 
line’ with the Imperial statute. 

W. D. Euler, (North Waterloo), ask- 
ed if the act could not provide person- 
al naturalization for the women as 
well as men. 

Mr. Doherty replied that the Dom- 
inion could not vary the provision of 
this act and maintain the uniformity 
of legislation throughout the empire. 
The British parliament had refrained 
from changing the phase of the orig- 
inal act without consulting the domin- 
ions. Canada could not do otherwesv 


than follow suit. The bill was then || 


read a first time. 

The house adopted a motion by Sir 
Robert Borden to sit on Saturdays on 
and after Saturday next 19th. . Mr. 
McKenzie King said that the opposi. 
tion would agree to this, if it could be 
assured that all the legislation to be 
considered was now before the house. 

Sir Robert Borden replied that it 
was with the exception of a non-con- 
tentious bill dealing with the power 
of boards of trade throughout the 
Dominion. The government also had 
under consideration the question of 
continuing the present authority for 
wheat control.

Our Duty to Canada 


In this column last week, using the 
celebration of Dominion Day as a 
text, reference was made to the 
bright, even glorious, future before 
this country, provided the Canadian 
people, profiting by the lessons and 
experience of the past, threw them- 
selves with sincerity and downright 
honesty of purpose and vigorous ef- 
fort into the inspiring task of cul- 
tivating a true nafional spirit based 
on a Christian tolerance, a broad sym- 
pathy, and a real desire to understand 
one another, coupled with an’ enlight- 
ened and progressive policy of dev- 
elopment of the Dominion’s great 
wealth of natural resources. 


The more one studies Canada’s pos- 
ition among the nations today in the 
light of the world’s requirements of 
those things which Canada can sup- 
ply, the more doé¢s one become en- 
thusiastically optimistic over this 
country’s future. The realization of 
true national greatness however, 
rests with the people themselves, 
rather than in the extent of our fer- 
tile fields, the hidden wealth of our 
mines, theegreat stretches of our 
forests, or the teeming millions of 
fish in our lakes, rivers and along our 
sea coasts.

Not to moralize at too great length, 
the question may well be asked: Has 
the average Canadian seriously ques- 
tioned himself as to his personal duty 
and responsibility to Canada? Or is 
the average Canadian so busy look- 
“ing out for Number One that he gives 
little thought to what he owes to his 
country and fellow citizens? 

These thoughts are suggested by a 
brief news item appearing recently 
in the daily press reporting the con- 
viction of a prominent physician’ in 
Ontario for attempting to evade the 
Federal Income Tax. ‘This man, in 
receipt of an average income of $11,- 
000 a year for the past three years, 
made returns to the government in- 
dicating an income of less than 25 
percent of the sum actually received. 
This man, no doubt, would never 
dream of birglarizing his neighbor's 
house, or cheating his friends, never- 
theless he Sought to rob his fellow 
citizens by attempting to defraud the 
treasury of Canada. 

This man lacked the national spirit 
which will make Canada strong and 
great. He apparently thought it was 
all right to cheat the government, 
which is merely another way of say- 
ing, cheating Canada And the 
thought obtrudes itself; Are 
not many more people who through

complete evasion of the Income Tax, 
or the making of incomplete returns, 


or by smuggling, and in various oth 
er ways, defraud Canada who would 
hesitate to steal a five-cent piece from 
a neighbor? 

It may be that, as individuals, we 
disapprove of customs tariffs, income 
and luxury taxes, and other methods

is evidence of a Jack of that national 
epirit througl which alone cah any 
country be elevated to a high plane. 
The citizen who himself seeks to 
dodge his national obligations has no 
jist cause for complaint against the 
dishonest member of parliament or 
government official, nor should he 
object to the profiteering acts of 
others, when he is attempting to pro- 
fiteer himself at the expense of his 
country, that is, at the expense of his 
friends, neighbors and all fellow, cit- 
izeng. His crime is only different in 
degree, not in principle. 

Until thé individual conscience is 
aroused, the national conscience must 
remain asleep and the national spirit 
dead. No government and no coun- 
try can be better than the pcople 
from which a government springs and 
who themselves are the country. If 
national honesty is at a low ebb, our 
national resources will be made the 
plaything of exploiters and modern 
buccaneers out for personal gain, 
rather than be development for the 
use of the people and fhe enrichment 
and glory of the nation. 

Much is said about this reform and 
that reform to promote Canada’s wel- 
fare and progress, but the basic re- 
form, from which alone these others 
develop, calling for individual con- 


sideration, is our attitude of mind] 


towards Canada itself.

The price 
for one injection of good quality gold| 
sometimes reaches the fifty pound 
mark, while in one or two exception- 
al eases gold injections have cost ov- 
er a hundred pounds. each. Conse- 
quently, only very rich persons can 
at present undergo this gold treat- 
ment, which has been successful in 
rescuing several cases of complete 
nervous breakdown. 

It should be remembered, however, 
that the gold tself is--of no great 
value as a tonic. The idea in making 
the injections is to liven up the pati- 
ent, and prevent him or her from 
brooding too seriously. This done, 
doctors believe that half the battle 
is won, ; 

It will also be very interesting to 
know that this gold treatment is now 
being used in several of the largest 
hospitals on the continent. Until 
now disorders have been treated, but 
experiments have recently shown 
that gold injections, costly though 
they are, are of great value in allay- 
ing fever and kindred diseases.

Rowell, president Privy Council, has 
already intimated that he does not 
feel that his mandate éxtends to join- 
ing in the formation of a new party 
and has since tendered his resignation 
from the ministry.
